RUTLAND TOWN 
1998 OUR YEAR REVIEW 

To the Residents of Rutland Town 

As we look back on 1998, it has to be described as a year of uncertainty and change. The 
first Town-Wide Reappraisal since 1968 took place and lor the most part appears to have 
been a successful effort. However, as with any project of this size, grievances are sure to 
occur and the Listers, along with the Board of Civil Authority, are working to solve any 
inequities. 

Also, for the first time taxpayers can pay their property tax in three installments. This 
should make it easier for those w ho have large tax bills and reduce the likely-hood of a 
large number of delinquencies. 

The most difficult challenge of 1 998 had to be dealing with the impact of Act 60, our 
State’s new education funding law. As many of us know, Rutland Town is considered a 
“Gold Town” under this new law and must share a portion of its’ taxes with other 
communities throughout the State. This has resulted in a significant tax increase for 
1998, with the full impact taking place in 1999. 

The Select Board has taken a position of opposition to Act 60, and along with other 
“Gold Towns”, urge our Vermont Legislature to repeal this law, and find an alternate 
funding method. 

1998 was the year of E-91 1 , a State-of-the Art computerized system to help emergency 
personnel respond to those who need these services quickly and more accurately, even if 
the caller is unable to complete their entire message. The Select Board would like to 
thank our Administrative Assistant, Joseph Zingale, for the many hours spent putting 
together the E-91 1 Program for our Town so as we could meet the November deadline. 

At the present time, the Planning Commission and Select Board are in the process of re- 
adopting our current Town Plan. This is basically the same plan adopted in the year 1993 
with only several minor revisions. 
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The Vermont Agency of Transportation is expected to receive a recommendation from 
their consultants’ Environmental Impact Study regarding the Route 4-7 Bypass. Public 
input on the Bypass matter has been curtailed by the State and it’s anybody’s guess what 
the end result for Rutland Town will be. 

In September, one of our Board members, Karen Bossi, resigned because of relocation to 
the City of Rutland. Karen was an active member of the Recreation Commission for 
many years before serving on the Select Board. Her dedication and service to the Town 
is very much appreciated and her talents will surely be missed. In November, Stanley F. 
Rhodes III was elected to fill the vacancy on the Board, and we hope that he enjoys his 
new position as Select Person. 

The citizens of Rutland Town are fortunate to have dedicated employees and volunteers, 
who are committed to the success of our community. The Select Board would like to 
thank these individuals for their exceptional efforts.

The legal voters of the Town of Rutland are hereby warned to meet at the Rutland 
Town Elementary School on Post Road on Monday, March 1, 1999 at 7:30 PM to discuss 
Articles #2 thru #24. 

On Tuesday, March 2, 1999 at 7:00 .AM at the Town Hall in Center Rutland for 
voters living on the West Side of Route 7, and at the Elementary School Gym on Post 
Road for voters living on the East Side of Route 7 to vote on Articles #1 thru #23 
inclusive, by Australian Ballot. 

Polls will close at 7:00 PM on March 2, 1999. 

ARTICLES: 

1 . Choose all necessary officers required by law. 

2. Shall the voters authorize the Select Board to borrow money in anticipation of taxes? 

3. Will the Town vote to collect taxes on real and personal property in installments? 

4. If the answer to the preceding Article is in the affirmative, the Town will vote to 
collect taxes on real and personal property in three installments as follows: the first 
installment shall be due on September 10, 1999, and shall consist of all the taxes 
attributable to Town expenditures plus one third (1/3) of the taxes attributable to 
school and education expenditures; the second installment shall be due and payable 
on January 10, 2000, and shall consist of one third (1/3) of the taxes attributable to 
school and education expenditures; the third installment shall be due on May 10,2000 
and shall consist of one third (1/3) of the taxes attributable to school and education 
expenditures. 

5. Shall the voters authorize the Select Board to raise by taxes an amount not to exceed 
FOUR HUNDRED FORTY SIX THOUSAND AND & NO/100 DOLLARS 
($446,000.00) for use toward the operation of the General Fund Budget? 

6. Shall the voters authorize the Select Board to raise by taxes an amount not to exceed 
THREE HUNDRED AND TWENTY SIX THOUSAND & NO/100 DOLLARS 
($326,000.00) for the use toward the operation of the Highway Fund Budget? 

7. Shall the voters authorize the Select Board to raise by taxes an amount not to exceed 
EIGHTY NINE THOUSAND & NO/100 DOLLARS (89,000.00) for use toward the 
operation of the Fire Fund Budget? 

8. Shall the voters authorize the Select Board to raise by taxes an amount not to exceed 
FIFTY THOUSAND EIGHT HUNDRED & NO/100 DOLLARS ($50,800.00) for 
use toward the operation of the Recreation Fund Budget? 

9. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed FOUR HUNDRED 
EIGHT Y-FIVE & NO /1 00 DOLLARS ($485.00) toward supporting the work of the 
Vermont Center for Independent Living of Disabled Vermonters? 
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10. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed FIVE HUNDRED & 
NO/100 DOLLARS ($500.00) toward supporting the Vermont Association for the 
Blind and Visually Impaired? 

11. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed FIVE HUNDRED & 
NO/100 DOLLARS ($500.00) toward supporting the work of the Rutland County 
Battered Women’s Network? 

12. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed SIX HUNDRED 
SEVENTY & NO/100 DOLLARS ($670.00) toward supporting the work of the 
Retired Senior Volunteer Program (RSVP) of Rutland County? 

13. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed EIGHT HUNDRED 
& NO/100 DOLLARS ($800.00) toward supporting the work of Association for 
Retarded Citizens? 

14. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed NINE HUNDRED 
SEVENTY-FIVE & NO DOLLARS ($975.00) toward supporting the work of the 
Bennington - Rutland Opportunity Council in Rutland Town for the year 1999? 

15. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed ONE THOUSAND 
THREE HUNDRED & NO/100 DOLLARS ($1,300.00) toward supporting the work 
of the Southwestern Vermont Council on Aging Inc. for the elder citizens of Rutland 
Town?

HUNDRED FIVE & NO/100 DOLLARS ($18,905.00) toward the operating cost of 
the Regional Ambulance Service for 1999? 

22. Shall the Town of Rutland appropriate an amount not to exceed TWENTY FIVE 
THOUSAND & NO/100 DOLLARS ($25,000.00) to the Fire Department for the 
purchase of a Thermal Imaging System to help locate fire victims and hidden fires? 

23. Shall the Town of Rutland continue its participation in the Rutland Free Library 
Association Inc. and approve an appropriation not exceed SEVENTY FIVE 
THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED THIRTY-FOUR & NO/100 DOLLARS 
($75,434,00) for the year 1999?

Here is some basic information for you, the voter If you have questions after reading this poster 
or at any time during the voting process, ask your town clerk or another election official. 

CHECK-IN 

1 . Go to the entrance, checklist table. 

2. Give your name, (and if asked), your residence to the election official in a clear, audible voice. 

3. Wait until your name is repeated and checked off by the official. 

ENTER 

1 . Enter within the guardrail and do not leave until you have voted. 

2. An election official will hand you a ballot. 

3. Go to a vacant booth. 

MARK YOUR BALLOT- VOTE FOR ONLY ONE CANDIDATE 

1 . To vote for a person whose name is printed on the ballot, complete the arrow to the right of 
the name of the candidate. 

2. To vote for someone whose name is not printed on the ballot, use the blank “write in” line on 
the ballot and complete the arrow to the right of the name. 

3. Your ballot will be counted by a tabulator. DO NOT FOLD, BEND OR DAMAGE the card.

1 . Place your voted ballot into the tabulator 
LEAVE 

Leave the voting area by passing outside the guardrail.

When: On March 1, apply no later than 5:00 p.m. or close of the clerk's office 

it for self, and no later than 12:00 noon if on behalf of another person. 

Where: Town Clerk's Office 

How: Either in person, in writing or by telephone. 

Who: Voter or family member may apply all three ways above; other autho- 

rized person may apply for voter in person or in writing. 

Ways of voting absentee: 

Vote in Town Clerk's office before the deadline. 

Have ballot mailed to you, and mail or take it back to the Clerk's Office before election 
day or to polling place before 7:00 p.m. on election day. If disabled or ill, have two justices of 
the peace bring a ballot to your at your home on the day before or the day of the election. 
SAMPLE BALLOTS POSTED: 

Saturday, February 20. 

ON ELECTION DAY 

If your name was dropped from the checklist in error, explain the situation to your Town Clerk 
and ask that it be put back on. 

If the problem isn’t cleared up to your satisfaction, have the Town Clerk, a Selectperson or other 
members of the Board of Civil Authority call an immediate meeting of the members of the Board 
who are present at the polls. They should investigate the problem and clear it up. 

If you are still not satisfied, you may appeal to a Superior Court Judge, who will settle the matter 
that day. Call the Secretary of Slate's Office at 1 -800-439-VOTE for more information. 

If you know voters who have physical disabilities, are visually impaired or can’t read, let them 
know they may bring a friend or relative to help them vote. 

If you voters who cannot get from the car into the polling place, let them know that a ballot may 
be brought to their car by two election officials. 

DO NOT 

Knowingly vote more than once, either in the same town or in different towns. 

Mislead the Board of Civil Authority about your own or another person’s eligibility to vote. 
Interfere with the progress of a voter to and from the polling place. Socialize in a manner that 
will disturb other voters.

TOWN ROAD COMMISSIONER 

Marshall B Fish 
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TOWN OF RUTLAND SELECT BOARD ROAD OBSTRUCTION ORDINANCE 

No person, whether as landowner, lessee, agent, employee or volunteer, shall 
deposit, or cause to be deposited, material of any kind within the Town highway right- 
of-way, or obstruct a ditch, culvert or drainage course without a written permit from 
the Select Board, in accordance with Title 19 S 303 of V.S.A. 

Material for the purpose of this ordinance shall include, but not limited to: logs, 
snow, ice, rocks or dirt, which have been pushed, plowed or deposited by any means 
within a highway right-of-way. 

Any person who violates the provisions of this ordinance shall pay a fine of not 
less than Ten Dollars ($10.00) or more than Two Hundred and Fifty Dollars ($250.00) for 
each violation, together with the cost of prosecution, including service fees, Court costs 
and attorney fees. Each day during which such violation exist shall be a separate 
offense for the purpose of this ordinance. 

The provision of this ordinance are in addition to, and not substitution of any 
other rights and remedies, criminal or civil, which the Select Board may have.

The Rutland Town Constables provide twenty-four (24) hour, seven days a week, 
police coverage to residents of the town. We schedule our off time so there is always one 
Constable available to respond to any calls for service. Both Constables are certified 
police officers, receive many hours of training each year and together have over sixty (60) 
years of police experience. 

We are in daily contact with the Tow'n Office. Generally, one of us attends the 
Select Board Meetings This allows for the Board Members and the Constables to be 
informed of any and all problems affecting the town 

In 1998. we answered numerous calls for assistance from town residents and 
businesses, as well as. assisting other police agencies The Vermont State Police often 
call for the services of the Constables to assist or investigate cases they are unable to 
respond to in a timely manner, due to their work load. 

We respond to complaints ranging from serious, such as sexual assault, to the 
more common vandalism. We assist with serious injury accidents as well as minor 
parking lots accidents. Our duties include responding to burglar alarms, dog or animal 
related incidents, and many other types of complaints. We perform numerous service 
type functions, such as unscheduled vacant house checks and checking on the welfare of 
sick or suspected injured residents We are also responsible for enforcing all town 
ordinances and State statues. 

In 1 998 and continuing into 1999 we will be working with other tow'n officials to 
perfect the new 91 1 procedures. The first few months have shown notable results, but 
continuing effort is needed to provide maximum efficiency of the 91 1 system.

RUTLAND TOWN SCHOOL BOARD REPORT 

Act 60 remains as the biggest challenge facing the educational system in 
Rutland Town. At the high school level, our Town la In the position of having 
a Legal obligation to pay Che approved student tuition charged by the receiving 
schools while at the same time having that portion of tuition above the State 
Block Grant charged against the Town for purposes of determining the Town's 
contribution to the so-called 'shark pool'. 

At the elementary school level, there are proposals being considered to 
expand Che kindergarten program to a full day session from the current half 
day class schedule. The reason for consideration of this change is information 
made available through the Administration and concerned parents which indicates 
that children participating in full day kindergarten classes are much better 
prepared than half-time kindergarten students in fundamental skills such as 
reading and mathematics. The School Board and Administration would also like to 
see improvements to existing programs with the intention of strengthening our 
students' basic skills in math, language arts, technology and foreign languade. 

The problem we all face, however, is that during this next school budget year, 
the 'second phase' of Act 60 will become effective. The result of this phase is 
that the statewide property tax rate in Rutland Town will increase from $0.95 
per hundred (under the so-called 'soft landing' provision of Act 60) to the full 
$1.10 per hundred tax rats. 

As School Board Members, we consider that our primary goal is to maintain and 
improve the quality of our Town's educational programs. On the other band, however, 
these educational needs muBt be balanced with the financial burdens placed on Town 
taxpayers. Quite simply, we cannot 'break the bank*. 

It is our hope that the Town voters and taxpayers will continue their much 
appreciated support for our school system. Our school has long been a very positive 
part of the attraction to persons who consider residing in Rutland Town. Our 
property values have been enhanced by a strong school and we should make a deter- 
mined effort not to allow the financial pressures of Act 60 to undermine the system. 
To do so would be detrimental to the school children as well as property values in 
the Town. 

The upcoming school budget year will not be easy. In addition to program needs, 
we are also involved in contract negotiations with our Teachers' Union. The staff 
and teachers have been very supportive and understanding of the Town's financial 
needs over the past 12 months and we are confident that there will be continued 
cooperation on the part of all Involved. We are also exploring ways to minimize the 
financial impact on our school budget with possible outside funding sources such as 
the Freeman Foundation. We encourage all Town residents to offer comments and 
express their opinions. Our Board meetings are every other Monday evening at the 
School Library, beginning at 7:00 PM. 

We look forward to your continued support.

Annual Report for 1998/99 School Year 

Continuous improvement is a journey and a process. Proctor, Rutland Town, and 
West Rutland School Boards, administrators, and staff continue to work cooperatively to 
raise student expectations and performance. Action Planning Teams have been 
established in each of the school districts throughout the supervisory union. These teams 
are comprised of parents, board members, administrators, teachers, and community 
members in each respective district. The main purpose of these school-based teams is to 
“discover the story behind the data”. As a result of their work, Action Plans have been 
completed with a focus on curriculum improvement strategies. The aim is to improve 
student performance in specific areas. The schools will implement strategies to improve 
results. This schoolwide effort to create lasting improvements takes time. The long-term 
goal is to strive for sustained and consistent high performance. 

The initiatives undertaken this year throughout the RCSU are as follows: 

Rutland Town has implemented a new math curriculum for grades 1-6 and a new reading 
curriculum for grades 1 -4. West Rutland has piloted a high school math program called 
“Interactive Mathematics” that integrates real world problems with complex math 
concepts. West Rutland has also begun phasing in the Everyday Math Program K-6 this 
year. Proctor Elementary has enhanced the reading program by developing a curriculum 
that included a redesign of the language arts and skill development in phonemic 
awareness for K-2 students. Proctor High School has reorganized in an effort to improve 
the middle level program for students. 

At the Supervisory Union level, we have established a K-12 Professional 
Development and Assessment Committee. The purpose of this committee is twofold: (1) 
to provide the “linkage” with each district so that we can align our resources in order to 
avoid duplication of our improvement efforts; and (2) to link the RCSU “Direction” to 
each district Action Plan supporting continuous improvement. 

The Action Plans in each district have focused on the following areas for 
improvement. Rutland Town’s Action Plan will focus on reading and Language Arts 
needs for the 1 999/2000 school year. Proctor School district will focus their Action Plan 
on improving math problem solving, as well as, language analysis and interpretation. 

The Action Plan in West Rutland will focus on reading, as well as, math concepts and 
problem solving. All of these efforts will be coordinated and aligned to meet the state 
standards and framework. In the spring of this year, each school district will report out to 
the community at large the results of student performance and the Action Plans 
formulated and designed to improve upon that performance. 

We have begun on a journey setting a “direction” which focuses on the following 
“aims” as a supervisory union: 

1 . Highest Student Achievement - We have begun the journey with our district 
Action Plans. 

2. Safe & Orderly Learning Environment - We have begun with the training and 
establishment of crisis teams in each of our schools throughout the RCSU. 

3. Partnerships - We have made various linkages for professional development 
with area supervisory unions and outside resources. We have also looked to 
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involve community members, parents and board members to be part of the 
action planning process and created partnerships that reach across districts. 

4. High Performing Staff - We have focused our professional development by 
looking at “results-driven education” (beginning with the end in mind). The 
RCSU will provide improvement and involvement opportunities to help 
enhance individual and team skills for the long-term future strength of the 
school program. 

5. Management System - We have begun the journey to look for a way to 
coordinate all activities and resources within the supervisory union. We 
continually look to align acts of improvement to support instruction and 
success for students. 

The key to success is taking on the journey and being part of the process. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes once stated, 44 1 find the important thing in life is not where we are, but in what 
direction we are moving”. We need to keep traveling together on this journey; and keep 
our focus on assuring that each student achieves at his or her highest level and leaves 
school prepared for success in life.

Rutland Central Supervisory Union remains committed to providing high-quality 
educational support for all learners. Expanding the continuum of services for the 1998- 
1999 school year have included: 

m 

■ Support training of two teachers (Barb Tracy, Rutland Town and Marilyn 
Griffith, Proctor Elementary School) in Reading Recover A Reading 
Recovery Program has been implemented as of September, 1998 in both 
Rutland Town and Proctor Elementary School. 

■ Stan Blicharz (Guidance - Rutland Town School), Madison DeLorme (Home 
School Coordinator - West Rutland School) and Mel Miller (Special 
Education - Proctor High School) are receiving extensive training in 
Goldstein’s Social Skills Curriculum and are implementing Social Skills 
Programs throughout the Supervisory Union. 

■ School Nurses, Guidance Counselors and Home School Coordinators are 
documenting their services for the recovery of funds from the Vermont 
Department of Health Incentive, EPSDT (Early Periodic Screening Diagnostic 
Treatment). The money recovered is going back to the supervisory union to 
support health screenings, nursing support and the development of health 
protocols. The Supervisory Union committee continues to explore ways to 
promote wellness for all school children. 

All Special Educators participated in a two-day Medicaid training this summer. 
Participation in this training permitted special educators to receive a free desk top 
computer and printer. This training allowed the RCSU to recover Medicaid dollars 
(through hard work and documentation of the special education staff) for reinvestment 
that will enhance service(s) for all children. 

The Rutland Central Supervisory Union’s dedicated support staff continue to expand 
upon current and explore new services for children ages 3-21 that are dignified and 
empowering.

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LEGISLATIVE REPORT 
Representative - Steve Howard 

First, I would like to thank the people of Rutland Town who supported me in four (4) 
contested elections allowing me to represent my home town in the House of Representatives 
for 6 years. It is an experience I will cherish the rest of my life. 

Second, I would like to explain why I believe Act 60 is good for Rutland Town and for 
the State of Vermont. The positive aspects of this law aren't often mentioned because it 
is mostly helpful to the middle class and the poor, the least powerful of our citizens. 

These folks have always been my priority. 

Act 60 reduces taxes for the income poor and those with moderate incomes - income 
levels of less than $47,000 and less than $75,000 in household income annually. Even if 
the local reappraisal resulted in a larger tax burden because of a higher assessment, the 
resulting tax increase would be reduced by Act 60' s income sensitive elements. In 
recessionary times, people with higher incomes today may benefit from income sensitivity 
should their incomes fall. 

Rutland Town has a grand list that is 53% non-residential. That means Act 60 requires 
more from GE, the Diamond Run Mall and households with greater income levels and assess- 
ments. For the business community, their actual increase is less than what is reported 
by the tax bill, given the fact that we removed the inventory and equipment tax in this 

new law. I point to the recent expansion at GE and the millions of dollars of new develop- 
ment in Sherburne as indicators that the additional tax funds for educating children 

haven't been overly burdensome. You have to keep in mind that whatever was to happen or 

will happen this session, the old system Rutland Town had for taxation isn't going to return 
regardless of the fact that it was beneficial to us. Twice the Supreme Court rejected our 
system, first locally than on a Statewide basis. I chose to find a law unlike any plan 
ever proposed in the 6 years I have served that would reflect the tact that Rutland Town had 
poor and moderate income residents, even if we had some very wealthy ones and a great deal 
of property wealth. Act 60 makes sure those at the bottom are protected to the greatest 
extent possible. In short, it was the best offer on the table and there weren't ever any 
better in the 6 years I served. Change was coming and one simply couldn't pretend that it 
wasn't even if it would have been politically expedient. 

Our economy will grow faster and stronger because of Act 60. Recently, IDX Corporation 
in South Burlington, a property wealthy community, announced the addition of 1,000 new high 
wage jobs according to the CEO, because of the benefits of Act 60. The cost of doing busi- 
ness in Vermont for the majority of our State went down by millions of dollars and consumers 
gained disposable income from falling tax burdens. Regional cooperation to grow the economy 
is now more feasible. Act 60 will help our schools meet the growing demand for highly 
skilled workers. If our economy in Vermont improves as it has and will because of Act 60, 
it benefits Rutland Town and that is in no small measure an important reason why I support 
this law. 

Rutland Town does have an added burden. We have to work harder to pass our school 
budget just as every other community in the State does. We would be foolish to pretend 
we can't afford to continue to provide the level of education we have to our children while 
contributing to the enhancement of children in every community. The numbers speak for 
themselves. Our grand list is greater, our income levels are higher, the average value home 
is greater than most communities in the State. We have found a way to protect our vulner- 
able while contributing to an enhanced level of skill and opportunity for all of our children. 
We can afford Act 60, not every resident, bu7t as a community, we can. Grassroots organ- 
izing to pass the budget works. We saw this in the last vote and I have experienced that 
in 4 elections. Let's all help to make schools everywhere our priority. 

Act 60 is a morally right thing. Children do not choose their plight. They should not 
be denied equal educational opportunity based on their parental or community wealth. Just 
as children were guaranteed protection in landmark civil rights rulings of the United States 
Supreme Court, Brown v Board of Education and so on, so, too, are Vermont's children by 
Brigham v State of Vermont. 

Thank you again for the honor of serving you, and may you and your families be blessed 
with good health and good fortune.

ANNUAL REPORT, 1997-98 

A walk in the woods for a hiker reveals seed pods, rocks, tree roots - forest life close up. When the 
hiker reaches a summit the view is altered: the pattern of the landscape begins to emerge. A view 
from the plane overhead and pictures snapped from space capsules provide what is obscured from 
our human scale perspective. 

And so it is with the activities the library has undertaken in this year. Singular events, when seen 
from afar, reveal a pattern of library response to a changing community. These changes, 
individually, might seem unremarkable, but indicate a slow, inexorable shift in the requirements of 
our local population. The evolutionary changes reflect, in large part, the increasing pace in the lives 
of our patrons and library users. 

Two arenas of growth in library outreach provide particularly clear examples . 1) our efforts to 
reach and work with children and their parents and 2) our efforts to help people cope with the 
increasing presence of computers and information saturation that threatens to swamp them 

The first of these, the children, has been addressed in several new ways: daycare providers are abfe 
to pick up pre-packaged theme bags, filled with books; daycare providers can have a library 
storyhour person come to their site; we worked with RS VP on their Rutland Reads ! initiative and 
assisted with the Mother Goose senes for new parents in Clarendon. In addition to these outreach 
efforts we re-worked the picture book room to make it easier and more user-friendly for parents on 
the go, including targeted displays and lists of good books on special topics such as death. 

Technology at the library remains a tool, not the goal, but as more patrons use the Internet and 
clamor for training, we have responded in several ways, building on work of previous years: we 
were the first public location of a short-lived local databank, Community 2000 ; we have set up our 
own homepage at (http J/rutlandhs . k 1 2 . vt .us/rut 1 andfree/rflhome . htm) where programs are listed, 
board policies are posted, and numerous links to helpful web sites have been inserted. We also set 
up free Internet classes, which were steadily filled all winter and which will resume again in the 
fall. 

These efforts, along with the support of an emerging tiny library in Tinmouth and our continued 
computer linkage with Rutland Public Schools, indicate our commitment to helping readers and 
information seekers in the newly evolving ways they seem to be requiring. But throughout all of 
this work this past year we have tried to maintain the focus on reading and the reader. The board 
continued its fiindraising work for more books, we sold tee-shirts to finance the support of reading 
programs for children, we ran a successful mother-daughter book discussion, continued adult 
programming and answered over 17,000 reference questions 

In short, more of our services are coming in new ways, many of them now out of the building. In 
the coming year the board and staff will be taking a closer look at our mission and goals to insure 
that the library remains responsive and flexible to changing patterns of community use and need. 

Over 151,145 people used the library this year; the number of library card holders increased to 
15,934; the Fox Room was used 360 times for library programs and by clubs and organizations, 
with attendance totals of 7,441 people coming to programs. The number of books circulated was 
185,187, an average of 3,561 each week. Reference librarians answered 17,850 reference, research 
and referral questions in the past twelve months. 
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The library is a private non-profit corporation supported in large part by taxes (71% of our total 
operating budge) from the communities of Rutland City, Rutland Town, Mendon, Ira and 
Tinmouth. Trustees from these communities represent the concerns of the supporting towns. Daily 
operations are maintained by a hard-working staff, who have served an average of 12.4 years at the 
library and by 2 1 volunteers who contributed 2, 101 hours of service last year All of these efforts 
are further supported by and extended with the help of the Friends of the Rutland Free Library, 
who raise extra funds and help with programming work.

RUTLAND REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 

The Commission's Mission is to ’’provide leadership and technical expertise to encourage 
cooperative planning with and among the region's communities and area wide interests; and, strive 
to improve the quality of life for people in the region by promoting harmony between sustainable 
economic development, environmental interests and other planning issues." 

In pursuit of that Mission, the Commission continued to work closely with the region's 27 
communities to create a cooperative and positive planning process and: 

■ Provided technical assistance on planning and zoning issues to communities including 
Benson, Brandon, Clarendon, Castleton, Ira, Middletown Springs, Pittsford, Proctor, 
Poultney, Rutland Town, Rutland City, Tmmouth, Wallingford, West Haven and West 
Rutland; 

■ Assisted Rutland Town, West Rutland, Poultney, Mt. Holly, and Castleton successfully 
apply for funds through the Local Planning Assistance and Community Development Block 
Grant programs 

■ Continued our very successful cooperative purchasing program and saved Brandon, 
Castleton, Pittsford, Wells, West Rutland, Hubbardton, Ira, Clarendon, Middletown Springs, 
Pawlet, Sherburne, Shrewsbury, Tinmouth, Wallingford, nonprofits and school districts 
substantial amounts on their fuel oil, diesel and gasoline; 

■ Worked with the Rutland Economic Development Corporation, and the Rutland Region 
Chamber of Commerce, on a regional strategy to better coordinate planning, economic 
development and travel and tourism activities; 

■ Continued support of the Rutland Region Transportation Council in their identification, 
prioritization, and timely implementation of projects to help solve transportation problems 
including those in Brandon and Pittsford and Route 7 in Rutland City; 

■ Continued providing maps and other data using our geographic information system which 
helps local decision making; 

■ Continued support of the Rutland Region Education Alliance in their work to improve 
education and training in the Rutland Region and to insure that all students are prepared 
for their roles in the community and the workplace. 

Please join us as we continue these and other efforts to generate regional cooperation and make 
planning in Rutland County a truly grassroots process. 

For the eleventh consecutive year, dues will remain at $500. All communities are voting 
members of the Commission regardless of whether or not they pay dues. Dues paying members 
receive discounted technical services and are able to participate in the cooperative fuel purchasing 
program. 
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Rutland Economic Development Corporation 
Annual Report of Activities 1998 

REDC continues to focus on job creation, business retention and economic development in Rutland County. 

• REDC manages a county wide revolving loan fund of $1.8 million targeted at stimulating job creation and 
business retention activities throughout the region. This year we changed our rate structure to 6% fixed for 
Development Fund loans and 9% fixed for Micro Fund requests. 

• Since 1993, REDC has loaned $1,790,383.00 to 36 start-up and existing businesses. As a result of these loans 
197 new jobs were created and 492 jobs retained. 

• From October 1, 1997 to June 30, 1998, we fielded 94 one-time business counseling calls. The Small 
Business Development Center (SBDC) has a current total of 143 clients counseled which is over 50% higher 
than the projected goal. Also, the Service Corps of Retired Executives (SCORE) has counseled over 65 
start-up and existing businesses since October of 1997. 

• We made new investments to foster the Airport Industrial Park’s continued growth. The access road, now 
known as Innovation Drive, was resurfaced after wc added critical infrastructure access to remaining lots. 
This year we obtained Act 250 permits for the Phase II expansion of the Park. We applied for and were 
chosen to receive a grant from Vermont Community Development Program (VCDP) to fund the infrastructure 
planning and engineering for Phase II. Completion of this project is anticipated for the spring of 1999. The 
seven tenants at our Airport Industrial Park employ approximately 310 people and occupy over 172,000 
square feel of space. Two of the Park tenants are currently in an expansion phase. 

• REDC has been instrumental in the public education of the restrictions on 53’ trailers through Windsor 
County and will continue to be a voice on this issue. We are presently working to find long-term solutions. 

• OMYA has been a quality employer in our region for more than 20 years. REDC is a strong supporter for 
OMYA's planned expansion in Florence. OMYA’s need to expand and change in response to customer 
demand is a positive step for our regional economy. We will continue in this sort of role as the need arises. 

• In 1998. we were also active at the state level advocating for new tax credits for business expansion and job 
creation We look forward to working with local companies who are interested in applying for these powerful 
business tax incentives. 

• REDC has also been active in finding solutions to the water system challenges in the Town of Castleton. We 
are working with town officials, companies and citizens affected by these challenges. 

• During the past two years, REDC has worked with Nexus Custom Electronics in Brandon in their expansion 
efforts. Our objective is to retain the 125+ jobs. 

• REDC is active with the Rutland Region Education Alliance. We are making a conscious effort to encourage 
improvements in workforce development and adult job skills training. Rapid change in the way we educate is 
essential to today’s global economy. 

Our principles are simple. We believe that a positive, supportive business climate allows our employers to remain 

globally competitive. This sort of environment is in the best interest of county residents and we will remain 

vigilant. We look forward to continuing our 61 -year tradition of communication, dedication, and leadership.

The BBA has targeted home health services for 
a $16 billion reduction over the next five years. For RAVNAH. this means a potential loss of nearly $1 million of our $4.5 
million Medicare budget. This loss could jeopardize our mission of offering home and community health services for all. 
With our mission in jeopardy, our challenge is to achieve a balance between cost pressures and appropriate levels of quality 
care achieving optimum outcomes. 

The challenges RAVNAH faces due to these cuts also represent an opportunity; an opportunity to view ourselves in a mirror 
and analyze our systems and operations. We have and will continue to improve our performance from the flow of paperwork 
to the delivery of services in the home. We also view these challenges as an opportunity to strengthen our partnership with 
patients, their families, and their physicians to achieve the highest quality care. We will re-emphasize the importance of 
becoming as independent as possible by teaching patients and their loved ones the skills necessary to manage and direct their 
own care. We are committed to working and advocating for those whom we have been given the honor of serving. 

Despite the many challenges RAVNAH has faced, we are proud to report on a number of successes we have achieved. These 
successes include: 

■ the expansion of our Support Services Program 

■ the restructuring of our finance department 

■ continued development of our psychiatric nursing program 

■ expanded intake services for sister home health agencies 

■ the initiation of an Augmentative and Alternative Communication Clinic with our subsidiary 
organization Kids on the Move 

■ the development of a Consumer Advisory Committee 

■ die most successful Annual Fund in RAVNAH’s history 

■ formation of an Interim Payment System (IPS) Task Force 

■ successful accreditation by the Joint Commission on Accreditation of Health Care Organizations 
(JCAHO)

We have been able to expand and place one of our advocates in 
both the Family Court and the District Court due to the needs of so many families for 
these services. The funds used to create the position of Court Advocate came from the 
Stop Violence Against Women part of the Federal Crime Bill. Women in Rutland County 
have needed this kind of advocacy for many years. Now that the program is in place, 
victims of the crime of domestic violence have a chance to prosecute their abuser.

We are pleased to present our 1 5 ,h annual report to the Citizens we serve. Regional Ambulance 
Service, Inc. has continually provided emergency and non-emergency ambulance service for Fifteen years. 
From 1983 to the end of this year Regional has responded to 59,539 ambulance calls. This past year, ending 
June 30, 1998. the service responded to a total of 5,602 ambulance calls in our 12 communities and an 
additional 1,440 paramedic intercept calls. 

With the continued support of the citizens, our employees, and community governing bodies, we 
have been able to level fund or lower our assessment rate for the past 14 years. We were very pleased to 
lower our per capita rate by $1 to $5 per capita, a 16.6% decrease, for the next year We extend our 
appreciation to everyone for their continued support. 

Two new ambulances were yujt into service to replace older ambulances with over 130,000 miles of 
service on each of them. Six new state o»f the art Life Pack 12 Defibrillator Monitors were put into serv ice. 
These defibrillator monitors have the capability of advanced cardiac monitoring, pacing, defibrillating and 
cardioverting cardiac patients. The replacement of vehicles and equipment is on an ongoing schedule. 

Our motto “Serving People First with Pride, Proficiency and Professionalism” is demonstrated by 
our employee's commitment to continuing EMS training. Each year training is given in Critical Care 
Paramedicine, Advanced Cardiac Life Support, Basic Life Support, Prehospital Advanced Trauma Life 
Support, Pediatric Advanced Life Support, Emergency Vehicle Operator, Bloodbom Pathenogen and a 
variety of continuing education programs. Our professional staff is extremely capable and dedicated. 

Monthly C.P.R classes are taught at Regional Ambulance. Last year, through the R.A.S. Training 
Center, 773 people were certified in C.P.R. Tours, lectures, demonstrations, and C.P.R. classes are 
available for the general public. For further information call 773-1746. 

The public is encouraged to visit and talk to the employees and Administrator at our Stratton Road 
facility. Please feel free to contact James Finger, Administrator, or your Representative, if you have any 
questions concerning the service. 

We are proud of our accomplishments and look forward to serving you in the future. The Board of 
Directors, Administration and employees of Regional Ambulance Service, Inc. will continue striving to 
provide the highest quality of emergency ambulance care at the lowest possible cost to all of the citizens wc 
serve.

Testing of the statewide enhanced 9-1-1 system wide is currently in 
progress and is proceeding successfully. The system will come on line 
only after every component has been fully tested and the test results 
have been verified and accepted by the Board. The statewide enhanced 
9-1-1 system is scheduled to be operational on 17 November 1998. 

The call takers at Vermont's eight Public Safety Answering Points 
(PSAPs) are in the final stages of their training for Certification as 
Vermont Enhanced 9-1-1 Telecommunicators. 

As of this date, 149 of the 258 participating municipalities have 
finished all their work. Sixty-eight towns have completed everything 
except for address notification. Twenty-two towns are very far behind 
and will not be ready for implementation. Bethel and Pittsfield are 
not participating. 

What Will Happen In Towns That Have Not Finished. Jhelx_«oxk2 

There are serious implications for people who dial 9-1-1 from towns 
that have not completed all parts of the process, or who call from 
neighboring towns whose databases are affected: the information 
displayed at the PSAP may not be accurate; inaccurate information will 
cause confusion; confusion will make it more difficult for a 9-1-1 
call taker to do his/her job; anything that delays call processing may 
delay the delivery of emergency services. It is urgently important 
that all towns complete all parts of the process. 

Particip ating municipalities are required bv law to maintain the 
following : 

1. Enhanced 9-1-1 Coordinator, appointed by the Select Board, to be 
a liaison to the Enhanced 9-1-1 Board on all database and 
GIS/mapping maintenance issues 

2. Municipal addressing system: increment, odd/even, direction of 
numbering, road naming 

3. Master Street Address Guide (MSAG) database 

4. Emergency Service Zone (ESZ) database and associated emergency 
service provider information

Coordinator should possess basic math and map reading skills and be 
comfortable talking to people.

Report to the Citizens of Rutland Town 

The Council on Aging provided the following services to elder residents of the Rutland Town 
community during our last fiscal year: 

Senior Meals: 2,21 1 meals were prepared and delivered to the homes of 2 1 frail elders who were 
homebound and unable to prepare a meal. This service is frequently referred to as "Meals on 
Wheels." In addition, 32 older persons participated at one or more of the luncheon sites 
supported by this agency, enjoying 988 meals at those locations. 

Case Management Assistance: 28 elder residents of Rutland Town utilized the services of our 
Case Management staff who assisted elders with applications, re-certifications and problem solving 
for a variety of supportive programs such as Fuel Assistance, SSI, Medicaid, Medicaid Waiver, 

Food Stamps, etc. Case Management staff also provided specialized support and assistance to frail 
and vulnerable elders who were facing long term care placement. Case Managers helped those 
who wished to remain independent find and link up with the available services and supports. 

Other Service Support: The Council on Aging also provided assistance to Rutland Town elders 
through such efforts as: I ) Information and Assistance support via our "Senior HelpLine." This 
toll free telephone service ( 1 -800-642-5 1 1 9) enabled elders, family members and others learn 
about and connect with needed services and programs available for older persons; 2) Health 
benefit counseling and health insurance form filing assistance through its HICA Program; 3) Peer 
Counseling Support for elders dealing with grief and depression brought on by various life 
changing events; 4) Legal service support through a contract with the Senior Law Project; 5) 
Transportation assistance through contracts with Marble Valley Regional Transit's "Elders on the 
Go" and the One 2 One Program sponsored by Rutland Community Programs; 6) Information 
about elder issues through the "Elder Connection" column appearing weekly in the Rutland 
Herald, written by Barbara Hanson, SVCOA's Community Resource Director.

The Vermont Center for Independent Living teaches people with significant 
disabilities how to gain more control over their lives and how to access tools 
and services for living more independently. We also conduct public 
education and systems change activities that promote the full inclusion of 
disabled people into community life. 

An estimated one in five Vermonters has a disability. The Vermont Center 
for Independent Living (VCIL), a private not-for-profit corporation, is 
Vermont’s first and only cross-disability center for independent living and the 
first organization in the state to be directed and staffed by a majority of 
people with diverse disabilities. 

Statewide, in FY98, from October 1, 1997 through September 30, 1998, 
VCIL responded to over 2000 requests from individuals, agencies and 
community groups for information and referrals on a broad range of subjects 
related to living with a disability. We provided one-on-one peer counseling to 
368 individuals to help increase their opportunities and skills for independent 
living; provided 212 households with financial and technical assistance for 
making their bathrooms and entrances accessible to a disabled family 
member; we provided 273 individuals with personal assistance and/or 
assistive technology; and served a total of 12,000 home-delivered meals to 
Vermonters with disabilities. 

VCIL’s main office is located in down-town Montpelier. We have two 
smaller satellite offices in Bennington and Brattleboro. The Montpelier office 
houses our resource library and our toll-free information line which provides 
answers to related questions from every Vermont community. Our locally- 
based peer counselors are available to people with disabilities in every town 
in Vennont. 

Between October 1, 1997 and September 30, 1998, VCIL provided direct 
services to 94 residents of Rutland Town and Rutland City combined utilizing 
the following programs/services; Information & Referral, Home Access 
Modifications, Meals on Wheels, Peer Advocacy Counseling, and Part B

The mission of the Association for Retarded Citizens is to advocate, nurture and support 
the right of each individual with mental disabilities to be valued with the same entitlements as a 
non-disabled individual, including the right to lifelong opportunities for personal growth and full 
participation in the community We receive no state or federal funding Our main sources of 
income continue to be United Way and towns in Rutland County such as Rutland Town. 

In 1998, we were representative payee for 61 clients referred to us by Social Security and 
the local mental health center We assisted these clients in managing within their budget 
limitations, quite an accomplishment for people living on the limited resources of SS and SSI We 
were involved in every operation from payment of bills, rent etc to dispensing personal expense 
monies on a weekly basis We negotiated and mediated between landlords, service providers, 
legal entities, law enforcement and businesses in cases where a client was unable to resolve an 
issue independently The man hours involved in managing one client average from several hours 
monthly to 3-4 hours weekly, dependent on need 

We assisted 1 1 individuals/families in filling out annual accounting forms for probate 
court We arranged 2 dances, a spring and fall party and an annual Christmas party, attended by 
224 people Folks with mental retardation are reviewed and recommendations made through our 
Citizen Review, a process to ensure quality services and environments for people with mental 
retardation We also provided funding to Silver Towers to help with their maintenance costs and 
to a self-advocate so he and his support could go to an international conference of Advocacy 
Our Executive Director is a guest member of the Developmental Services Advisory 
Council, secretary and facilitator for the local self-advocacy group for people with developmental 
disabilities. She also serves on the Vermont Peer Support Network, a statewide self-advocacy 
network providing training, technical assistance and support to people with disabilities. She has 
recently joined the Rutland Regional Board of Family Services which is an agency that collects 
and disseminates information and encourages collaboration within the Service Providers in 
Rutland County 

We are grateful for the support and continued assistance from the citizens of Rutland 
Town In 1998 residents of Rutland Town took advantage of one or all of the services we 
offered We have one resident from Rutland Town serving on our Board of Directors 

Our 1999 request for funding from the town of Rutland is again $ 800 00

The Rutland Region Transportation Council is an organization dedicated to promoting cooperation and coordination on 
transportation issues among municipalities, organizations, and interests in the Rutland Region. Formed in December of 1992. the 
Transportation Council provides a forum for the development of regional transportation policies and priorities, and coordinates 
the lmplementauon of those policies and priorities with the Vermont Agency of Transportation Financial support for the 
orgamzauon is provided by state and federal funds obtained by Uie Rutland Regional Planning Commission, which provides 
planning, administrative, and geographic mformauon system staff 

All municipalities in the Rutland Region are encouraged to be active in the Transportation Council, and those with 
representatives named to the Council may vote. Municipalities arc not obligated to participate in the Council however 
Furthermore, those that do participate may cease their involvement at any time. 
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VERMONT LEAGUE OF CITIES AND TOWNS 
UPDATE OF ACTIVITIES, 1998

Local officials joined to organize the Vermont League of Cities and Towns (VLCT) in 1967. Today 
local governments face increasing insurance needs and skyrocketing costs; a restructuring of the 
electricity delivery system; and issues concerning school funding, municipal management and technical 
planning that were never contemplated 30 years ago. VLCT is still today governed by a 13 member 
board of directors comprised of selectpersons, mayors, managers and clerks from around the state, and is 
dedicated to serving the best interests and needs of Vermont municipalities. VLCT is supported entirely 
by revenues from local governments and is an association independent from state or federal government. 
VLCT is proud to say that all 246 cities and towns in Vermont are members of the association. 

Local officials’ responsibility for a vast number of laws and regulations only grows over time. In 1999 
and 2000, the most significant issue for local officials will be to comply with the evolving requirements 
of the new Equal Education Opportunity Act, Act 60. VLCT puts considerable effort into providing 
education for local officials and expects to increase that effort in 1999. VLCT offers workshops 
throughout the year to health officers, planning commissions, zoning administrators, selectpersons, 
auditors, tax collectors and others. In 1998 a new series of interactive workshops was offered to train 
local officials in mediation and violence prevention skills. In addition, VLCT provides handbooks on 
specific subjects to guide local officials in the discharge of their responsibilities. VLCT staff and 
attorneys are only a phone call away for local officials with specific questions about any local 
government matter. Thousands of questions were answered in the past year from virtually every- member 
municipality. 

VLCT is currently working with the Agency of Transportation to develop a program for the repair of 
local bridges by local governments in a streamlined way. The Vermont Local Roads Program offers 
technical assistance support to local officials as part of this project as well. Likewise, VLCT is 
collaborating with the Agency of Natural Resources to assist municipalities in complying with 
environmental regulations. 

VLCT offers to municipalities insurance “trust” programs that save taxpayers thousands of dollars every 
year because member municipalities pool their resources before purchasing insurance. In 1997 and 1998 
the VLCT Health Trust subsidized insurance rates for local officials in the amount of $400,000. The 
Property and Casualty Intermunicipal Fund (PACIF) returned $1,000,000 to its 210 member 
municipalities and the Unemployment Insurance Trust returned $120,000. Since 1983 total distributions 
from the Health, PACIF and Unemployment Trusts have equaled $8,740,000! 

The VLCT News and Weekly Legislative Report provide municipal officials with up-to-date information 
on legislative issues along with articles of special interest on topics such as workplace safety, the 
Underage Drinking Task Force (S.T.A.R.T.), and municipal planning. Members may access that 
information and much more through VLCT’s web site (www.vlct.org). VLCT also represents the 
interests of local government in the Legislature, using VLCT’s Vermont Municipal Policy. This policy is 
developed by four committees of local officials and voted on by cities and towns at the annual meeting, 
which this year was held in September in Sherburne. Each city and town is entitled to a vote at the 
annual or any special meetings. Dues paid by member municipalities are vital to the continued existence 
of VLCT. Municipal officials around the state thank you for your support.

SHERIFF’S REPORT 


As we close the books on yet another calendar year, the Rutland County Sheriffs 
Department continues to grow in size and in service We have seen an increase of 1 7% in 
our sworn ranks over the past year and 36% since 1996! Our services continue to expand 
with the expansion of such programs as D A R E, and TRIAD, and N the signing of 
additional contracts with communities for general law enforcement The Department 
continues to promote ourselves by adhering to our 

MISSION ST A TEMENT 


The community is our customer. We w ill remember that every contact between a member 
of the community and a member of the Sheriff’s Department is where community opinion 
begins. 

Our business is service. Ihe only way we can improve our business is to improve our 
service. We must be constantly willing to learn, modify and adapt our way of thinking to 
societal changes. We are willing to examine what we do and to risk change necessary for 
potential improvement. 

The Rutland County Sheriff's Department has achieved its reputation as a professional, 
full service law enforcement agency because of its hard work to earn the trust of the 
communities we serve. We will safeguard that trust and shall keep our oath of office. 
Whether on or off duty, we shall conduct ourselves in a manner that satisfies or exceeds 
the highest degree of ethical standards. We will protect the rights of all citizens. 

Employees deserve a decent working environment; one in which relationships are 
characterized by mutual respect and dignity.

Employees will be empowered at all levels to engage in problem identification and 
problem solving, resulting in quality service decisions.

m P rotecting Our Future • 
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The Sheriff s Department is staffed by a Sheriff and two full-time Deputies which are all 
State employees. In addition, our office staff consists of an Office Manager, a 
Bookkeeper, and an Assistant Secretary/Dispatcher. The County funds two of these 
positions and the Department funds the third The remainder of the Department consists 
of thirty-one (31) Deputies (6 full-time and 25 part-time) who are all employees of the 
Department. The Department funds three of the full-time Deputies in part (75%) by a 
federal grant and in part (25%) through contracts with towns. This allows communities to 
enhance or provide additional law enforcement coverage at an extremely low cost during 
the life of the grant program 

As required by law, an audit of financial records for the Department has been 
accomplished. The report indicates compliance with generally approved accounting 
principles 

At present, the Sheriffs Department provides law enforcement services under contract 
with seven (7) towns in the County, as well as to the National Forest Service and the 
Diamond Run Mall We continue to provide a roaming countywide patrol as well as 
resources permit. The Department provides court officers in Superior, District, Family, 
Probate, Magistrate, and Small Claims courts. The Department also contracts with private 
organizations to provide such services as traffic control, wide load escorts, and general 
security and enforcement We continue to bear primary responsibility for prisoner 
transportation in Rutland County, including prisoners, juveniles and mental patients. The 
service of civil process has added new challenges Jn locating people with the changes in 
addressing as a result of the State’s E-91 1 implementation. 

During the past year, the Department began a county-wide snowmobile enforcement 
patrol, with equipment funded by a federal grant and salaries funded primarily through 
contracts with the Rutland County VAST organization and the National Forest Service. 
This effort will be more than doubled during the 1998-1999 season and expanded to share 
coverage with adjacent Counties as well 

Our educational and prevention efforts continue to grow. The community has shown 
tremendous interest and support to the TRIAD program. Designed to identify and address 
issues facing our seniors, many citizens have partnered in this effort Our presence in the 
schools remains strong, both with the delivery of the D A R E, curriculum in grades K-6 
as well as with programs like “Rutland Reads”, the Eddie Eagle Gun Safety program, and 
McGruff. 

In the coming year, the Department will expand its office hours and have a dispatcher on- 
duty during evening hours to better serve the public. We will begin a pilot program in 
January of 1999 that will have all persons who are under a court order to report to a 
police agency, and perhaps submit to a breath test for alcohol presence, doing so at our 
office This will cover all but Rutland City residents who will be required to report to the 
Rutland Police Department The Department has secured a renewal grant to continue our 
Community Traffic Safety Program (CTSP) and will be designing and delivering a “traffic 
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school” model for first-time offenders on selected violations We have also received a 
grant to conduct numerous “sobriety checkpoint” operations during 1999 

The Rutland County Sheriffs Department remains committed, as a full-service police 
agency, to meeting the needs of our county residents, albeit enforcement, education, or 
prevention. I encourage you to call our office or stop in with any questions, suggestions, 
or needs you might have throughout the year. We appreciate your support and your 
guidance can only better enable us to serve you!

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Open Burning In Rutland Town 

To the Residents of Rutland Town 

For some of you in Town, the information here will be a reminder; for others, it 
will be new 

Open burning is the burning of materials in the open air, where smoke and by- 
products do not pass through a chimney, stack, or flue. The only material that may be 
burned is clean, natural, wood. Clean, natural, wood is any wood unpainted and 
untreated with any chemicals. Plywood, chip board, or pressure treated lumber are not 
natural woods. 

All open burning requires a permit year round and may be obtained from the Fire 
Warden, Fire Chief, or Assistant Fire Chief. Burning hours are generally from daylight 
until dark, Monday through Saturday. All permitted fires are subject to the conditions 
given at the time they are issued. 

The burning of any solid wastes, such as papers, cardboard, or household garbage 
are prohibited; no permits will be issued for these materials. The use of approved 
incinerators is allowed; however, only clean, natural, wood may be burned in them. The 
backyard practice of burning household refuse and solid waste in bum barrels is illegal in 
the state of Vermont and Rutland Town.
